It would seam from accounts printed in 
the Shanghai papers that the death of the 
English traveller J. W. Brooke, who, was 
murdored in January in the Lolos country, 
was really due to his own falilt. Says the 
N.-G, Daily News :—Tho Lolos are a wild, 
savage tribe, completely independent of 
the Chinese Governmont,.and inhabiting” 
the mountainous country of the .Taligng- 


+ ghan betweon the Yangtze in the south and 


that river's tributary, the Techienteiang, in 
the north west, The Chineso have no in- 


- fluence on these savages and no soldier or 


official would daro to enter their territory.

portsare permitted for commergial pm poses 
+o entor Lolo-land, as the Lolos ara depen- 
dent on the Chinese for salt und tobacco. 
Moreover, for probably » century, a] 
specios of guerilla warfare has beon carried 
on between the Chinese and Lalos, victory 
inclining now to one side now to another. 
At the presont moment a force, it ia alleged 
of five thousand men, is operating under 
nin 
Lolo territory with the object of raising av 
exceptionally heavy contribution and con- 
soquently tevling rung high in this district. 


How bitter the feoling is may ba judged) AnorHER Larcr SHIPMENT | 


from the fearful cruelty perpetrated on 
both asides. From time to time 
tho Eolos ‘fall... upon neighbouring 
Chinese villages and kill the inhabit- 
ants, with the exception of the younger 
and stronger people of both scxea, 
whom they employ for the most monial 
purposes, and house them like cattle. On 


the occasion of the recent capture of a | 


villago all the inhahitanta were driven with 
whips over a tield of thorns; those who 
stopped.in.the middle were killed and only 
those who: reached the other side were 
carried off as being suitable for slaves, 
Needless to say, the Chinese indulge in 
equally. abominable acts towards tho Lolos 
taken «prisoners, Tho missionarios of 
Ningyuanfu, who witnessed tho incident, 
state that on the occasion of a Chinese 
force taking the field a captured Lolo was 
tied toaatake and officers and men, one 
after another, ran their swords into him 
and finally dipped their banners, weapons, 
ate., into the blood of their victim, 

It has been possible to follow the 
journey of Mr Brooke from Ningyuanfu 
for fourteendays. | he country consists of 
anuwber of independent districts each 
under achief; Jn order to pasa through 
each district the lraveller has to carry on 
negotiations with the chieftain, give him 
presents and occasionally leave hostagea, 
Mr Brooke reccived permission to continue 
his journey and his relutions with the 
savages seem to hive been very friendly, 
The only drawback was that the jealousy 
of the people causcd them to keep « sharp 
look-out that no other tribe reccived more 
presents than they did, with the result 
-that finally, when Bryuoke had reached the 
territory of the cighth or ninth chieftain, 
‘he found himsol' at the end of his re- 
sources. This chief was willing to give 
him a passage through tho territory, if he 
would hand over his rifle; but Brooke 
“rofaaed as he hac only his revolver besides’ 
this rifle, On various pretexts he was 
Gotained until the. incident arose which led 
to his death, ‘The chief, who was drunk 
at the time, entered hie tent and seized his 
rifle and Brooke, unfortunately, struck 

im. A blow amongst the Lolos is an ine 
sult than can be wipe out only with blood 
and Brooke was only able to defend himself 
for a short while against tho chief's retinue. 
He tried to make rood his oscape, but was 
overtaken and killed and the ssmo fate 
prationk the whole of his Chinese follow- 
Ing.
